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Grazing revisions

Earlier this year the HLM 
proposed whnt it called “the 
first major revision*! in 
grazing regulations in <10 
years." These changos con* 
laincd a number af ques¬ 
tionable sections, but the 
impending passage of the 
Organic Act drew attention 
away from them. But the 
changes are still pending, 
and recently HLM Director 
Curt Herldund indicated a 
willingness to go ahead with 
them. 

When first published, the 
changes brought only minor 
comment, probably because 
most stockmen figured the 
Organic Act would super¬ 
cede the changes. As the 
yenrond neared, comments 
apparently slowed to u drib- 




bie, and the Bureau ex¬ 
tended the public comment 
period until the last day of 
January 1977. 

With the extension came 
notice that these changes 
weron't being forgotten, 
und indeed at a number of 
fall state cattlemen's meet¬ 
ings BLM officials said 
Berklund intended to go 
ahead with them. 

The new Organic Act, 
known officially as the Fed¬ 
eral Land Policy and Man¬ 
agement Act of 1076, is a 
very complex piece of legis¬ 
lation. By the BLM's own 
admission, thoy will be 
studying it und writing new 


regulations for the next five 
years. So its swath across 
current laws and regula¬ 
tions isn't fully known. As 
Colorado rancher Nick 
Theos, chairman of the 
Public Lands Council has 
been pointing out, the Or¬ 
ganic Act and the proposed 
changes appear to conflict 
on several points. 

Most objections to the 
changes concern four major 
areas. 

The first is the special 
marking or ear-tagging re¬ 
quirements that could be 
made mandatory by a BLM 
range manager. Supposedly 
for controlling trespass,

The concern of young 
people for the cattle indus¬ 
try's future was shown re¬ 
cently when the American 
Junior Hereford Assn.'s 
hoard of dimeters endorsed 
the goals of the Beef Re- 
aunrdiand information Act. 

The AJHA is headquar¬ 
tered in Kansas City, Mo., 
and has 6UOO members na¬ 
tionwide. 

The nine-member board 
gave its support to the pas¬ 
sage next spring of the Beef 
Referendum. This will allow 
the nation's cattlemen to 
vote on assessing them¬ 
selves to fund greatly ex¬ 
panded beof research, pro¬ 
motion nml education pro¬ 
grams. 

The president of the 
A.IH A is Mike Kendall, Em¬ 
mett, Idaho. Other mem¬ 
bers of the board represent 
Oklahoma, Texas, Georgia, 
Arizona. Kansas, North 
Dakota, New York and 
Iowa. 

The board will meet in 


Denver in January during 
the National Western to 
solidify their organization's 
national support for the re¬ 
ferendum. More than 80 
national and slate beef and 
dairy organizations have 
endorsed the Act. 


Bank lowers 
Interest rate 

The Federal Laud B$nk of 
Berkeley has dropped its 
new loan interest rate to 
8.5% from 8.75% for farm 
and ranch loans, und to 9% 
from 0.25% on rural and 
farm-business loans, effec¬ 
tive Jan. 1. The reduced 
rates will apply to existing 
loans that are subject to ad¬ 
justment under the terms of 
the bank’s variable interest 
rate plan, and to all new 
loans. 

The rate reduction affects 
about 11,000 borrowers in 
Arizona, California, Hawaii, 
Nevada and Utah. 


they are an added expense 
and involve extra working of 
the cattle. 

A second concern is range 
improvements. The 
changes state that the per¬ 
mittee must agree to pro¬ 
vide total funding of range 
improvements. This doesn't 
mean this will necessarily 
be the case, but the per¬ 
mittee must agree to this 
beforehand. 

Another section of the 
changes eliminates com- 
mensurability requirements 
for permittees. At first 
glance this doesn't soem a 
big deal, but it could lead to 
many new problems. Stock- 
men argue that this would 
allow drifters and part-time 
operators with no real 
long-term interest in the 
land to come in, destroying 
stability and interrupting 
lnnd improvement pro¬ 
grams. 

A fourth concern is tho 
power given a range man¬ 
ager. This section provides 
that a range manager can 
institute his own manage¬ 
ment plans if he and the 
permittee fail to agree on an 
Allotment M ana gome nt 
Finn (AMP). He can pqt in 
his own program either on 
behalf of “protecting the 
environment" or to further 
"multiple-use objectives." 
This authority includes 
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dosing an uroii to graving 
for any typo livestock for 
any period of time under the 
‘‘Where conservation nt 
public lands . . . requires 
it" wording c»t the changes. 

There are n number of 
smaller objections being 
raised to the proposed 
changes. And even more 
legal challenges being 
raised by the Pacific Legal 
Foundation. This organiza¬ 
tion has found numerous 
legal contradictions, mean¬ 
ingless phrases, violations 
of the Due Process clause 
and undocumented cursory 
changes in the proposals. 

In addition, the Pl.F 
charges the "BLM has lost 
sight of the objectives of the 
Taylor Grazing Act in pro¬ 
mulgating these regula¬ 
tions. The attitude of the 
Bureau in recent years has 
boon increasingly mure hos¬ 
tile to persons holding li¬ 
censes and permits In graze 
domestic livestock on public 
lands." 

And it concludes, “With 
the proposed promulgation 
of these regulation.';, the 
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BLM has all but iasu^ 1 
nnlicv <o (he grazing p^, 
niiltee 1 lull l lu-ir tenure oi 
the public lauds is minings 
an end and tliul their li Ve .

For the Meat Import Act 
of 19G4, a notch is not whnt r 
stockman should curve into 
the handle of his six-shooter 
to record that another bnd- 
inan has bitten the dust. It 
presents peculiar problems 
for tho industry, but one of 
the nation's most respected 
cattlemen has declared it is 
the most equitable piece of 
legislation of its type In all of 
U.S. agriculture and inter¬ 
national trade in ag 
products. 

History of the act and its 
enforcement were ex¬ 
plained by Peter Marble, 
chairman of tho Foreign 


Truile Committee of the 
American National CattLo- 
men's Assn., iu a talk 
hefnre more than 220 at a 
meeting of the Mountain/ 
Plains Meat Club, Denver. 

On the strength of that 
opinion, Alnn “Bud" Mid- 
daugh, president of tho 
newly formed U.S. Meat 
Export Federation, told the 
club the industry will have 
to come to grips with meat 
exports. “We have worried 
too much about imports anti 
too little about exports," lie 
declared. 

Middaugh said stockmen 
in this country must estab¬ 
lish themselves as expor¬ 
ters. "Packers must con¬ 
sider exports as a market for 


mui.» than wlml thoy can’t 
sell lu domestic buyers." 

Marble of Deeth, Nov., 
who ulso ImppmiH to be 
chuirmnn of the Meat 
Export Federation, sug¬ 
gested throe basic points 
which make tho Import Act 
oquitublo among livestock 
producers, the public and 
international trading part¬ 
ners: 

• Through its limitations, 
it keeps the U.*S. from 
becoming a dumping 
ground for any beef sur¬ 
pluses which may develop 
around the world. This 
helps assure more stability 
for the domestic cattle in¬ 
dustry—the largest seg-

Bergland says he’s for market-oriented agriculture 
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In statements that may 
calm the fears of any who 
think the Carter adminis¬ 
tration may immediately 
hike commodity price, sup¬ 
ports, create govemnient- 
controlled reserves and im¬ 
pose export embargoes, 
Agriculture Secretary-des¬ 


ignate Bob Bergland said he 
supports a market-oriented 
American agriculture. 

Bergland told the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, 
which held a confirmation 
hearing on his appointment, 
that loan rates must be high 
enough to. help farmers but 


not high enough to force the 
government to buy and 
Btore commodities. 

He said it must be asked 
on the other hand if it is in 
the national interest to re¬ 
duce loan fates just so the 
U.S. can clear commercial 
reserves on hand. Bergland 


said he thinks it would be 
disastrous to cut prices and 
flood the world grain mar¬ 
ket. 

Bergland said he did not 
have price support levels to 
suggest at the bearing, but 
that lie Is impressed by the 
logic of those who argue 


that supports should be tied 
to some percentage of cost 
of production. He pointed 
out that the great difficulty 
lies in determining cost .of 
production. 

It does not appear that 
Bergland is interested in

Beef exports to Japan 
not likely to increase 


Ark-La-Miss

Beef, forage 
research grant 
applications due 

Competitive grants total¬ 
ing $2,560,000 will be 
awarded early next- year by 
the Cooperative Slate Re¬ 
search Service CSRS;, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
in five selected areas of 
agricultural research. 

CSRS Administrator Ri¬ 
chard J. Aldrich says the 
grants may be made to state 
agricultural experiment sta¬ 
tions, colleges, universities, 
and other research insti¬ 
tutions and organizations, 
and to federal and private 
organizations and individu¬ 
als for research “to furthor 
the programs of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture." 
Tho deadline for submission 
of proposals is Feb. 1 . 

The areas of research, 
and the funds to be granted 
in each are: Soybeans ($600, 
000), integrated pest man¬ 
agement ($600,000), trans¬ 
portation ($600,000), gene¬ 
tic vulnerability ($300,000), 
beef and pork production 
($400,000), and forage, pas¬ 
ture,. and range. research 
($360,000). 

Details of application pro¬ 
cedures were carried in the 
Dec. 3 "Federal Register. 
Research proposals sub¬ 
mitted wijl bB evaluated 
competitively by peer pa¬ 
tois,, according to Aldrich. 
Tho final.protects to be 
awarded fundB will be- se¬ 
lected by CSRS basedon the

An official of a Japanese 
trading company said its 
unlikely the U.S. will be 
allowed to increase its 
exports of beef to Japan in 
the near future—despite 
rapidly rising Japanese 
demand for beef. 

The prediction came from 
Paul Katayama, general 
manager of the foods 
division of a Tokyo-based 
import/export firm. Kata¬ 
yama told an agricultural 
conference in Lincoln, Neb., 
that Japan is afraid an 
embargo might bo placed ort 
U.S. beef exports similar to 
the one on soybean exports 
in 1973. That action caused 
Japan to question the 
dependability of tho U.S. ns 
a reliable supplier of 
agricultural products. 

According to Katayama, 
"Jnpnn will continue its 
policy of building its own 
livestock industry sup¬ 
ported by feedgrain Imports 
from the U.S." He said 
Japan's cattle industry 
would be wiped out if 
imports of cheaper Ameri-

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Although the Australian 
cattle industry is happy with 
the increased allocation of 
beef to the U.S. market 
during 1977, it is still 
awaiting the outcome of the 
Australian government's 
"fish diplomacy" to in¬ 
crease beef shipments- to 
Japan. 

Despite the closure of 
backdoor shipments to the 
U.S. through Pueito Rico, 
Australia will provide about 
61% of America's im¬ 
ported beef during 1977. 
Although Australia’s offi¬ 
cial allocation to the U.S. 
market has increased, the 
actual shipments will be 
down. But the total return to 
Australian cattlemen will 
increase. 

Australia’s U.S. alloca¬ 
tion for 1976 was 287,000 
tons, but in addition Aus¬ 
tralia shipped 19,000 tons 
into the U.S. market 
through Puerto Rico. The 
effective total to the U.S. 
was 306,000 tons. For 1977 
the allocation is up 3% to 
296,000 tons. But Wash¬ 
ington has indicated back¬ 
door shipments through 
Puerto Rico or other free 
trade zones will not be ex¬ 
cluded from the allocation. 

Australia’s ucting over¬ 
seas trade minister John W. 
Howard said, "Clearly 1 
would have liked the U.S. to 
renn/vp nil limitations on 
imports in 1977, but the 
decision having been made 
by the administration that 
some restraints were neeos- 
snry, the outcome of the 
negotiations is very satis¬ 
factory."

The fishery agreement 
allows Japanese fishing 

• vessels operating off the 


Australian coast to call at 
four Australian ports for 
water supplies and fuel. 
Australia recently shor¬ 
tened its extension to the 
agreement from two yeurs 
to two months. The Japan¬ 
ese vessels effectively 
supply about 10% of all tuna 
for the Japanese market. 

Australia ’s primary in¬ 
dustry minister Ion Sinclair 
said, "It is difficult for us to 
give extended rights to 
Japan at a time when they 
are seriously reducing valu¬ 
able rights to us. The 
Japanese need to recognize 
that domestically the beef 
industry is in the doldrums 
and its very survival de¬ 
pends on reasonable market 
access and we do not think 
the sort of cutback of theirs 
is reasonable." 

There are strong indi¬ 
cations Japan will increase 
Us imports of Australian 
beef during 1977. But most 
exporters are cautious. A 
local industry observer was 
reported to have said Aus¬ 
tralia's hold on the Japan¬ 
ese market was "slippery. 

Commodities correspon¬ 
dent Michael Byrnes of the 
Financial Review, pub¬ 
lished in Sydney, said, 
"Most Australian meat ex¬ 
porters take the view that 
while Japan would noL shut 
Australia out of its meat 
market because of the 
politics of Austral in-Jnpnn 
trade it is also not known 
exactly how much Japan's 
intake of beef will be. not 
how much will be allocated 
to Australia. 

Byrnes also said. "Over¬ 
all, ihe fooling is the m«-ul 
prices are trading far better 
levels than lust year, but ure 
far from head ing townrd the 
roof."

However, Australia faces 
a substantial cutback in 
Canada if the Canadians 
stand their ground in cur¬ 
rent discussions between 
the two countries for a 1977 
voluntary restraint pro¬ 
gram. The beef trade be¬ 
tween Austrulia and Canada 
currently is a rough spot. 

Usually Australia's third 
largest beef market. Can¬ 
ada wants to restrict im¬ 
ports from Australia by at 
least 40%. Australia re¬ 
cently has been supplying 
about 60% of Canada's im¬ 
ports. But Canadian offi¬ 
cials maintain this is ah-

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normally high and the Aus¬ 
tralian share should be cut 
back to about the usual 
amount. 

EEC agriculture minis¬ 
ters hove agreed on new 
beef import arrangements 
for 1977 that will provide 
some access for Australian 
producers. These arrange¬ 
ments will replace the 
virtual ban on beef imports 
imposed by the EEC in July 
1974. 

But the U.S. is in the 
biggest and most profitable 
market for Australian beef 
and will continue to be for 
the foreseeable future. So 
there is naturally strong 
competition among Austra¬ 
lian exporters to cater the 
U.S. market. 


To regulate the flow of 
beef across the Pacific the 
Australian government has 
set up a plan under which 
60% of the U.S. quota for 
1977 will be allocated to ex¬ 
porters on the basis of their 
export quota carried over 
from 1976 and export per¬ 
formance during 1976. The 
remaining 40% will be al¬ 
located in early May on the 
basis of performance to all 
markets excluding the U.S. 
and Canada for the year to 
April 30, 1977. 

Exporters who are able to 
substantiate sales to mar¬ 
kets outside North America 
will have an advantage over 
others. But export sales 
achieved through sevore 
price discounting will not 
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earn credits to ship to the 
U.S. 

Commenting on pros¬ 
pects for beef exports to the 
U.S., American Ambassa¬ 
dor to Austrulia James Har¬ 
grove said, "Beef exports 
globally are based upon a 
quota which is adjusted on a 
three-year moving average. 
Production of beef in the 
U.S. is growing modestly 
and therefore it is rea¬ 
sonable to assume that the 
total global imports will 
grow modestly also over the 
next five years." 

The recent devaluation of 
the Australian dollar (des¬ 
pite subsequent slight re¬ 
valuations) will provide an 
additional incentive for beef 
exporters to go back to some 
markets that previously 
were uneconomical for Aus¬ 
tralia to supply and also 
supply incentive to try some 
non-traditional markets.

"Forrest visited our 
ranch when we were juBt 
starting the Red Angus 
breed.

Anyone wandering in on 
the American Gelbvieh 
Assn, banquet in Kansas 
City recently might have 
wondered who all these 
people were and why were 
they saying such things 
about WLJ Publisher For¬ 
rest Bassford?

"Forrest has done many 
great things," said Hall. 
"But he particularly en¬ 
deared himself to me by 
spelling my name right in 
his magazine.

Orville Sweet told the 
group that Bassford had 
been honored by being 
invited to speak to the 
graduating class of his alma 
mater, Torrington, Wyo., 
High School, and that For¬ 
rest had told the class that 
three qualities are impor¬ 
tant: Resourcefulness, cour¬ 
age and good health.

years, you've heard “make 
mine milk' 1 ...and you've 
heard Anita Bryant sing 
about "the Florida sunshine 
tree." 

The statistics show it pays 
off. For example, following 
a loss of *1.2 million gallons 
of milk sold in 1969 as 
compared to 1968, the 
California Milk Producer’s 
Advisory Board spent $1.4 
million to advertise milk on 
television in just three 
states: California, Wash¬ 
ington, and Oregon. 

In 1070, losses were 
reduced to 688,000 gallons: 
1971 showed a sales gain of 
846,000 gallons and 1972 
recorded a rather amazing 
increase in sales of 27.6 
million gallons. The ad 
budget had been increased 
each year to a peak of 82.4 
million in 1973. 

There's no reason why 
the beef industry couldn’t 
improve its own sales with a 
good advertising program. 

The beef industry could 
also use public relations to 
increase communication 
with consumers and the 
food trade. Public relations 
includes news releases, 
films, feature articles, news 
stories, speeches, and much 
more. Beef executives 


would he available to news 
media to answer questions 
about things like beef 
supply and production 
problems. 

In short, a beef market 
development program 
would strive to improve the 
image of both the finished 
product and tho industry in 
general. 

Perhaps the most critical 
moment in the entire 
marketing process is the 
moment the shopper sees 
beef displayed in the retail 


store. The hoof market 
development program multi 
improve hoof nu-rcliamlis- 
ing- 

With thu advent ot 
pro-pnckngiiig and self-ser¬ 
vice, the display of beef 
itself becomes lho "silent 
salesman,'' according to 
Max EJ. Urunk, professor of 
marketing, Cornell Univer¬ 
sity, author of a white paper 
on merchandising for the 
BDT. , 

He advises the industry to 
undertake research on 
merchandising variables 
such as packaging, trim, 
labeling, pricing, spnee

The irrigation system a, 
each more than 17IX) feet 
long, are Lo be used in a 
24,000 acre agricultural 
project initiated several 
years ago by the Libyan 
government at the Kufra 
Oasis, deep in the heart of 
the Sahara. The assembly 
machine was designed and 
constructed by Lockwood to 
facilitate orection of the 
irrigation systems in the 
soft desert sand. 

Cliff Hammond, Lock- 
wood vice president and 
general manager-irrigation, 
snid the contract calls for 
erection of 30 of its Mode) 
2200 pivot systems as 
replacements for worn-out 
English and French systems 
which have only been in 
place for about three years, 
but which have been badly 
corroded by an unusually 
high carbonic acid content 
in the water at Kufra. 
Lockwood engineers solved 
the corrosion problem by 
lining water carrying parts 
of their irrigation systems 
with stainless steel, which is 
extremely reaistent to the 
effects of the acid. 

Development of the huge 
assembly machine, dubbed 
"The Monster" by Lock- 
wood employees, was ne¬ 
cessary to circumvent the 
difficulty of operating stan¬ 
dard vehicles in deep sand, 
and by the need to replace 
each of the worn-out 
systems within a 24-hour 
period.. Without water, 
crops wither and die quickly 
in the searing sun. Irriga¬ 
tion can’t be shut off for 
more than a day without 
damaging the crop, and 
since the growing season is 
year-around at Kufra, there ■ 
is no "off season" which 
might allow for a more 
leisurely replacement of the 
old systems. At Kufra, a 
typical circle, is planted half 
to wheat and half to alfalfa , 
and 13 cuttings of-alfalfa

Don’t gun down Import Act, 
fire up exports, Club told

ment of American agricul¬ 
ture. 

• A more stable import 
situation adds to stability of 
supplies and dnuioslic 
prices fur both producers 
and consumers. 

• The law incorporates 
the concept of guaranteed 
market access at freely 
traded world market prices. 
Moat exporting nations are 
assured a share of the U.S. 
market for beef. This is in 
line with the United States' 
ovur-all policy of reciprocity 
in trado. If the U.S. is to 
export products- whether 
it's grain or livestock 
products or tractors or dish¬ 
washers-it mijr.t permit 
the importation of goods, 
including n certain amount 
of beef. 

A major inequity at (his 
limu is that nther countries, 
through arbitrary trade bar¬ 
riers, refuse to accept beef 
in significant amounts from 
the U.S. and other major 
beef producing countries- 
til(hough the total dollar 
value of U.S. exports of 
cattle products (mostly by¬ 
products) is ahout the same 
as that of imports. Marble 
explained. 

He noted that the market 
effect of beef imports is 
often over-einphusized. For 
example, the increase in do¬ 
mestic beeF production in 
1976 was 34 times greater 
than the import increase. 
And, in total, imports gen¬ 
erally amount to only about 
7% of domestic output. 
However, Marble added. 


imports obviously do have 
an economic impact—parti¬ 
cularly on cow beef—and 
the cattle industry must 
constantly work to maintain 
the integrity of the net. He 
wonL on to describe the 
many problems involved in 
recent years in keeping 
imports from exceeding 
allotments and in halting 
the circumvention which 
threatened for a time to be¬ 
come n major factor in 
future years. 

Proper enforcement of 
the Import Law, he ob¬ 
served, has been parti¬ 
cularly important in the re¬ 
cent periods of domestic 
over-production, world sur¬ 
pluses and other importing 
countries' embargoing nf 
beef Imports-all of which 
lends to pul more pressure 
on the U.S. beef market. 

As r result of ANCA and 
other efforts, Marble said, 
the import safeguards for 
1977 will be the most secure 
ever. He also reminded his 
audience that President¬ 
elect Jimmy Carter told 
ANCA president Wray Fin¬ 
ney thnt the new admini¬ 
stration would enforce the 
Meat Import Act. 

Even back in 1964, 
Marble continued, it was 
extremely difficult to get the 
Import Act passed, but the 
industry finally obtained a 
law which no other 
commodity group has been 
able to obtain, before or 
since. 

The law* has some weak¬ 
nesses, he pointed out, and, 
with the extreme financial 


losses which U.S. cattlemen 
have sustained recently, 
there have been sugges¬ 
tions that the act—now 
covering only fresh, frozen 
or chilled meat—be amen¬ 
ded to include cooked, 
canned and cured beef, al¬ 
though imports of that type 
of product, are relatively 
small.

Force, which was appointed 
to serve with National 
Blueprint Coordinator 
Dwight Holaway at a recent 
meeting of state Sheep 
Extension Specialists and 
County Agents held in 
Idaho Falls, Idaho, includes 
Dr. George Ahlschwede, 
Texas; Dr. Richard Vatt- 
hauer, Wisconsin; George 
Allen, Virginia; Ed Duren, 
Idaho, and Monte Bell, with 
the Winrock International 
Livestock and Research 
Training Center, Arkansas. 

In depth consideration 
was given to encouraging 
the development of state 
Blueprint programs. 

"It was important that we 
establish a national Blue¬ 
print program as a founda¬ 
tion," said Holaway, "but 
now we must gear our 
efforts to states, counties 
and individual farms."

Blueprint, il did serve to 
provide needed visibility to 
sheep programs and a 
talking point that will rein¬ 
force extension involvement 
in the sheep industry. 

Other state Blueprint 
programs have been devel¬ 
oped in Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Ohio, Idaho, Oregon, Indi¬ 
ana and Virginia. 

Still other discussion

ALTHOUGH IT IS EARLY for a severe break in cattle 
prices and futures, the back of the market may have been 
broken. Market supplies of cattle are not especially bur¬ 
densome, but fears generated last week may lead to active 
selling on steady to modestly higher prices. Many cattle 
through the Midwest are reaching market weights two or 
three weeks ahead of schedule. Following slow market 
conditions over the past three or four weeks, producers are 
sufficiently anxious that price increases which otherwise 
would be justified, probably cannot be realized. 

But there is some basis for optimism. In 1976, beef con¬ 
sumption will exceed 127 lb. per person. This is a new 
record which surpasses the previous one by seven pounds. 
Average retail prices in 1976 may approach SI.39 lb. for 
choice beef and $1.36 lb. for pork. The beef figure is the 
second highest recorded and the pork price sets a new 
record high. This indicates larger amounts of red meat 
moved at higher price levels and shows a willingness on the 
part of the American consumer to pay up for desired meat 
products.

3.32 Ib. at 
Tucumcari 

The 66-day gain daily 
report for the Tucumcari 
Ball Testing Station, Las 
Cruces. N.M., indicates 
that the bulls have recover¬ 
ed from some early sickness 
and are now gaining at a 
good rate. The test director, 
Larry Foster, Extension 
beef cattle specialist at New 
Mexico State University, 
says that although o few 
bulls haven’t completely re¬ 
covered from earlier ill- 
iieascs, overall the bulls nre 
performing well. 

The 07 purebred junior 
bulls had a 66-day average 
daily gain of 3.32 lb. per 
head per day. Foster points 
out, however, that it is still 
early in the test to be 
comparing bulls. He says 
th8l tho 112 and 140-day 
gain figures, which are in¬ 
fluenced less by illness and 
compensatory fill, will be 
more valid figures for com¬ 
parison. 

This is the 16th annual 
Tucumcari Bull Test. It 
started October 19 with 100 
bulls consigned by 17 coop¬ 
er Jtors. The total number of 
bulls being tested is less 
this year than last year. 
However, this year they are 
ail purebred junior-aged 
bulls and this is the largest 
teat that Tucumcari has had 
for this age of bulls. 

The bulls will be weighed 
at 28-day intervals up to 140 
days. The test will end 
March 8.
